JORDANIAN AMBASSADOR SHARAE TOLD AMBASSADOR MOYNIHAN THAT 
EIVE-MEMBER ARAB DRAETING GROUP (EGYPT, SYRIA, JORDAN, 

LIBYA AND PLO) TENTATIVELY AGREED ON A SINGLE DRAFT SC 
RESOLUTION ON THE MIDDLE EAST. LATER, ARAB LEAGUE DELEGATIONS

TO DISCUSS THE DRAFT WITH NON-ALIGNED SC MEMBERS JANUARY 20. 

FROM ORAL REPORTS, USUN RELIEVES THE DRAET DECIDES: 

THAT THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE EXERCISE THEIR NATIONAL IN- 
ALIENABLE RIGHTS OE SELE-DETERMINATION, OE REPATRIATION AND OP ESTABL 

ISHING ITS INDEPENDENT STATE IN PALESTINE; THAT ISRAEL WITHDRAW 
PROM ALL ARAB TERRITORY OCCUPIED BY ISRAEL; THAT APPRO- 
PRIATE GUARANTEES BE ESTABLSIHED POR THE REALIZATION OF A JUST 
AND LASTING MIDDLE EAST PEACE. IT WOULD ALSO REQUEST THE 
RECONVENING OP THE PEACE CONEERENCE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE WITH 
THE PARTICIPATION OP ALL PARTIES, INCLUDING THE PLO, AND 
DECIDE THE SC SHOULD BE RECONVENED WITHIN SIX MONTHS. ARABS 
SEEM TO ANTICIPATE STRONG PRESSURES TO MODERATE THEIR DRAET. 
EGYPTIANS AND JORDANIANS APPEAR TO WELCOME SUCH PRESSURES, 

PERHAPS BECAUSE EUROPEANS ARE SAYING PRESENT TEXT MIGHT NOT EVEN

SYG'S APPEAL AND CONSULTATIONS ON LEBANON- 
SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM JANUARY 19 DISCUSSED LEBANESE

REPRESENTATIVES, AND THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT (TANZANIA).

AS DEBATE CONTINUED JANUARY 19 ON "THE MIDDLE EAST 
PROBLEM, INCLUDING THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION," AMB MOYNIHAN TOLD 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL THAT CHANGES IN THE AGREED NEGOTIATING 
ERAMEWORK WHICH WERE UNACCEPTABLE TO ONE OE THE PARTIES WOULD 
NOT WORK. OTHER SPEAKERS WERE REPRESENTATIVES OE ITALY, 

PANAMA, IRAQ, INDIA, MOROCCO, GUINEA, GDR AND YEMEN. 

NO DRAET RESOLUTION HAS YET BEEN SUBMITTED, AND THE DEBATE WILL 
CONTINUE JANUARY 21. 
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U.S. -AMB MOYNIHAN STRESSED THAT THERE MUST BE CONTACT 
AND NEGOTIATIONS, AND THAT "TO MAINTAIN A NEGOTIATING PROCESS 
THERE MUST BE A ERAMEWORK WITHIN WHICH THE PARTIES HAVE 
AGREED TO NEGOTIATE.". ANY CHANGES IN THE AGREED NEGOTIATING 
ERAMEWORK WHICH WERE UNACCEPTABLE TO ONE OE THE PARTIES WOULD 
NOT WORK. THERE COULD BE NO DURABLE SETTLEMENT UNLESS EVERY 
EEEORT WAS MADE TO PROMOTE A SOLUTION OE THE KEY ISSUES ON 
THE BASIS OE RESOLUTIONS 242 AND 338, "TAKING INTO ACCOUNT 
THE LEGITIMATE INTERESTS OF ALL PEOPLES OE THE AREA, 

INCLUDING THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, AND RESPECT EOR THE RIGHT 
TO INDEPENDENT EXISTENCE OE ALL STATES IN THE AREA.". IT 
WAS AT GENEVA OR A PREPARATORY CONEERENCE THAT MATTERS OF 
PROCEDURE, SUCH AS THE QUESTION OE ADDITIONAL PARTICIPANTS, AND 
OP SUBSTANCE CAN AND SHOULD BE ADDRESSED, MOYNIHAN STATED. 

ITALY- VINCI, ALTER REVIEWING MIDDLE EAST DEVELOPMENTS 
POLLOWING WORLD WAR 11, SAID AN OVERALL SETTLEMENT TO BE 
NEGOTIATED BETWEEN ALL THE PARTIES CONCERNED MUST BE BASED 
ON ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL PROM THE TERRITORIES OCCUPIED IN THE 
1967 WAR; ON THE RIGHT OF ALL THE STATES IN THE AREA, IN- 
CLUDING ISRAEL, TO LIVE WITHIN RECOGNIZED, SECURE AND 
GUARANTEED PRONTIERS; AND ON THE RECONGNITION OP THE POLITICAL 
RIGHTS OP THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE TO A NATIONAL IDENTITY AND TO 
A HOMELAND. THE SC HAD TO FACE THE QUESTION OP HOW 
THE RIGHTS OP THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE COULD BE ASSURED, WITHOUT 
UPSETTING THE DELICATE BALANCE OP THE RIGHTS AND LEGITIMATE 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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INTERESTS AND EXPECTATIONS OP ALL THE PARTIES CONCERNED, AND ALSO 
THE QUESTION OP HOW THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE COULD BE BROUGHT 
INTO THE PEACEMAKING PROCESS. THE COUNCIL, IN SEEKING 
CONSTRUCTIVE REPLIES, SHOULD BE CAREPUL NOT TO ALTER OR UNDERMINE

STATED.

IT WOULD BE "A GREAT EVENT FOR PEACE" IF A PALESTINIAN STATE, 

INCLUDING GAZA AND THE WEST BANK, COULD BE ESTABLISHED, AND IE THE 
ARABS ACCEPTED ISRAEL'S RIGHT TO LIVE WITHIN SECURE AND 
RECOGNIZED BOUNDARIES. BOYD SAID PANAMA APPEALED TO ARAB 
COUNTRIES AND ISRAEL FOR "A REASONABLE SETTLEMENT," AND 
HE EXPRESSED CONCERN ABOUT THE CIVIL WAR IN LEBANON. DURING 
HIS STATEMENT, BOYD SAID PANAMA WAS SEEKING INTERNATIONAL SUPPORT

EOR A SETTLEMENT SAEEGUARDING ITS SOVEREIGN RIGHTS, CON- 
SIDERING THAT "A EAILURE AT THE NEGOTIATING TABLE CAN MEAN VIO- 
LENCE ONE AGAIN." 

IRAQ-AL-SHAIKHLY DECLARED THAT NOTHING IN THE 

CHARTER BESTOWED UPON THE UN THE POWERS TO PARTITION A COUNTRY 

OR TO CREATE NEW STATES. THE ZIONIST STATE WAS ADMITTED 

TO UN MEMBERSHIP ON CERTAIN CONDITIONS, WHICH THE ZIONISTS 

HAD FAILED TO EULEILL. THE GA IN ITS RESOLUTION OF 

NOVEMBER 29, 1947 RESERVED TO ITSELE THE POWER TO CONTROL AND 

SUPERVISE ISRAEL'S ACTS CONCERNING THE PALESTINIAN, 

REFUGEE, BOUNDARIES AND lERUSALEM ISSUES. THERE NOW 
APPEARED TO BE GENERAL AGREEMENT THAT PALESTINIAN NATIONAL

WHICH ASSUMED THE ROLE OF THE MAIN ARBITER STILL COULD NOT 
BRING ITSELE TO ACKNOWLEDGE THE EXISTENCE OE SUCH RIGHTS AND 
TALKED ONLY OF "INTERESTS". AL-SHAIKHLY CONTENDED THAT THOSE 
WHO MAINTAINED THAT THE "UNJUST AND UNBALANCED" RESOLUTION 242 
WAS THE ONLY VIABLE ERAMEWORK EOR A PEACE SETTLEMENT WERE 
DELUDING THEMSELVES AND SHIRKING THE REALISSUES.

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MOROCCO-ZAIMI DECLARED THAT THE "FLAGRANT INJUSTICE" DONE

GUINEA -MADAME CISSE SAID THE UN, "MANIPULATED BY IMPERIALISM, '

FROM THE DEBATE WAS AN INDICATION OF ITS DESIRE TO RESORT 
TO WAR AND IGNORE THE UN. SHE SAID THE SC HAD TO TAKE DECISIONS 
NOW, NO LONGER ON THE BASIS OF RESOLUTION 242 WHICH HAD BEEN REJECTED 
BY THE PARTIES THEMSELVES, AND THE RELEVANT GA RESOLUTIONS SHOULD 
BE IMPLEMENTED. IN HER VIEW, THE U.S. REPRESENTATIVE'S 
STATEMENT TODAY HAD NOT LIVED UP TO EXPECTATIONS. 

GDR-FLORIN STATED THAT PARTIAL MEASURES COULD NOT BE 
A SUBSTITUTE FOR A COMPREHENSIVE SETTLEMENT. THE PRESENT CLIMATE

AGGRESSIONS," PLORIN SAID ISRAEL SHOULD NOTE WHAT HAPPENED IN 
VIETNAM. 

YEMEN - SALLAM ALSO SAID THE GENEVA CONEERENCE SHOULD BE 
RECONVENED WITH PLO PARTICIPATION. HE PELT THE SC HAD A DUTY TO 
SEIZE THE PRESENT OPPORTUNITY TO LAY THE FOUNDATIONS OF THE TERMS 
OP PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT ALL RELEVANT 
UN RESOLUTIONS. THE SC SHOULD NOT PAIL TO TAKE A STEP FORWARD TOWARD

GENERAL DISCUSSION REVEALED WIDESPREAD DISSATISFACTION WITH THE TONE 
AND QUALITY OF THE FIRST PART OF THE THREE-PART DOCUMENT WHICH 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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RESULTED IN DECISION TO REVISE IT. MANDATE OE GROUP WAS SUBSE- 
QUENTLY EXTENDED TO INCLUDE REVISION OE PARTS 2 AND 3 OF THE DRAET 
ALSO. AMONG OTHER THINGS, SOVIET BLOC WANTED INCLUSION OE

BE REQUIRED TO IMPLEMENT LIKELY INSTITUTIONAL CHANGES AGREED
